T he image of America that the present Administration 
presents to the world is that of a power-crazed bully 
trying to tell every other country how it should run 
its business.

In all the media hype about school 
killings at Littleton (CO) and elsewhere, 
blame for these unhappy events has 
ranged from TV and movie violence to 
negligent parents and lack of gun-control 
legislation.

The more Adolf is de¬ 
monized by people talking of 
his birthday as his "spawn 
date," the larger he looms in 
the teenage pantheon and the 
easier it becomes for rootless teens to 
equate their own actions in real life by 
blowing away the "bad guys" in video 
games. 

Is it wise to keep flooding vulnerable 
minds with macabre talk of the SS and 
concentration camps? Even some Jewish 
commentators have expressed alarm over 
this ghoulish campaign to keep Hitler and 
Hitlerism alive. A movie critic for the Los 
Angeles Times, asked about the premier 
of Oscar-winning Schindle's List, "When 
will Jews let it rest?" The answer seems to 
be, "Never—so long as it pays!" And it 
has paid and paid and paid. Zionism has 
been the most profitable political move¬ 
ment of all time. 

Jews have gained not only the West¬ 


ern world's acquiescence in the rape of 
Palestine, but also a commanding voice 
in the world's most powerful country, 
courtesy of an administration which has 
given Jews almost all the most important 
posts. Those still promoting Shoah busi¬ 
ness 54 years after the fall of Hitler evi¬ 
dently don't care about the collateral 
damage it causes. Has it never occurred 
to them that their unending vengefulness 


serves as a model for teenagers obsessed 
with "getting their own back?" 

Nor do these Holocausters show 
much respect for the dead they claim to 
be honoring. We see them operating like 
undertakers in reverse, continually drag¬ 
ging their dead out of the grave and say¬ 
ing to the rest of us, "Look how we suf¬ 
fered! And you're all to blame for it!" 
(The many prominent Jews who cooper¬ 
ated with the Third Reich are, of course, 
never mentioned.) 

Holocaustamaniacs are apt to answer 
their critics by saying that the past must 
be kept alive so that it will not be repeat¬ 
ed. But aren't their actions having the op¬ 
posite effect? Vulnerable minds are ham¬ 
mered again and again with images of 


evil. (Monkey see, monkey do!) If those 
pushing this are sincere in their lessons- 
of-history argument, why are they so re¬ 
luctant to acknowledge the greater crimes 
of Stalin's "evil empire?" Could it be be¬ 
cause those crimes were committed large¬ 
ly by Jewish Bolsheviks who ran the Che¬ 
ka and the Gulags? 

Another example of this one-eyed 
view of history appears in Jewish com¬ 
plaints about Catholic crosses 
outside Auschwitz. (All but one 
have been removed.) Jews seem 
to feel that only their own dead 
should be remembered there. 
Nothwithstanding in The Secret 
War Against the Jews, authors 
Loftus and Aarons concede, "In 
the last days of the camps, four 
Christians were dying for every 
Jew." 

We all received a lesson in 
this kind of geopolitics when 
Canada's Prime Minister visited 
Auschwitz not long ago. The 
media were there in force. A 
"survivor" whose son happens 
to head the Canadian Jewish 
Congress took advantage of this 
photo-op to utter a theatrical wail of an¬ 
guish for the cameras. Everybody found it 
a "moving" event. Not so in regard to the 
Prime Minister's side-trip to Kiev, where 
he was supposed to place a wreath in 
honor of the 7 or 8 million people sys¬ 
tematically starved to death in the Ukrai¬ 
nian Holocaust. If he did so, the media 
took little notice. There must be only one 
Holocaust. Nothing must be allowed to 
detract from the primacy of Jewish suffer¬ 
ing. 

When kids are fed such a distorted 
view of history, is it any wonder that their 
own inner worlds—whether in Littleton 
or elsewhere—should become so fright¬ 
eningly unrealistic?

Jewish Jackie Robinson? 


Hank Greenberg 


O ne thing I've learned about the annual film festi¬ 
val in Dallas is that it will be a showcase for ho¬ 
mos and Hebrews—sometimes one and the same. 
The homos outdid themselves this year but at least there 
were no Holocaust documentaries. Not that the Jews were 
shut out! Indeed, they scored big with The Life and Times 
of Hank Greenberg , a documentary about the Detroit Ti¬ 
ger who became the first Jew in baseball's Hall of Fame. 

Though no longer a household word, Greenberg was well 
known among baseball aficionados in the 30s and 40s. 
He was not the first Jew to play major league ball but he 
was the first Jewish star. As 
such, he was an inspiration to 
Jews, who applauded his suc¬ 
cess in such an "American" 
pursuit. 

Henry Benjamin Green¬ 
berg was born in 1911 to Ru- 
manian-Jewish immigrants. His 
career was as unmistakably 
"Jewish" as it was "Ameri¬ 
can." Throughout the film 
bio a number of aging Jews 
(Detroit natives, sportswriters 
and celebrities like Alan Der- 
showitz and Walter Mat¬ 
thau) reminisce about 
Greenberg and what he 
meant to the Jewish people. 

The film producer herself, 
one Aviva Kempner, is a De¬ 
troit Jewess who came of age 
during Greenberg's heyday. Dershowitz, with characteris¬ 
tic hyperbole, considers Greenberg "the most important 
Jew who lived during the 1930s." Why? "Baseball was our 
way of showing that we were as American as anyone 
else." Now that America has been relentlessly Judaized, 
such a comment has more than a touch of irony. 

As expected, the specter of anti-Semitism hovered over 
the film, particularly when Greenberg is compared to 
Jackie Robinson. The comparison, needless to say, is more 
than a bit labored. Robinson's on-the-field troubles have 
been over-documented, so we need not go into them 
here. Some fans may recall that he wrote an autobiogra¬ 
phy, / Never Had It Made. It would have taken a lot of 
chutzpah for Greenberg to author a tome with such a title. 
Robinson's athleticism helped him not a whit when seri¬ 
ous health problems came calling. He went blind in one 
eye and diabetes killed him at the age of 53. Greenberg, 
on the other hand, lived out his three score and ten and

then some, playing the market and enjoying la dolce vita. 

What Gentile wouldn't have traded places with Green¬ 
berg? Old film footage shows him cavorting with beautiful 
women and driving fancy cars. He was the first ballplayer 
in history to hit the $100,000 a year mark. His first time 
at bat in the marriage arena netted him a Gimble's depart¬ 
ment store heiress. So what if he had to endure an occa¬ 
sional "Jewboy" taunt? As Greenberg himself noted, in 
those days epithets like "wop," "polack" and "dago" were 
common. "I found it was a spur to make me do better," he 
admitted. Today, of course, such hazing would probably 

get the hazer thrown out of 
baseball or at least suspend¬ 
ed. On the playing fields of 
America, skins are not only 
darker but thinner these 
days. It wasn't too long ago 
that Cincinnati Reds' owner 
Marge Schott was shot 
down by the lords of base¬ 
ball merely for opining that 
the head of state in Germa¬ 
ny a couple of generations 
ago might not have been the 
devil incarnate. 

That Greenberg plied his 
trade in the home town of 
Father Coughlin and Henry 
Ford draws some attention 
in the film. While it is sug¬ 
gested that Greenberg's ex¬ 
ploits were something of a 
comeuppance to Coughlin and Ford, I suspect they could 
have cared less. They had bigger gefilte fish to fry. In those 
days Hebrew heroics on the baseball diamond were hard¬ 
ly a threat to the republic. 

Hank's run-producing abilities would have landed him 
in the Hall of Fame no matter what his background. In his 
rookie season (1933), he hit .301 with 12 homers and 87 
RBIs. In his sophomore season, he improved to .339—63 
doubles, 26 homers and 139 RBIs. Next year he advanced 
to 36 homers, 170 RBIs and won the Most Valuable Player 
award for leading the Tigers to the World Series. In 1940, 
he led the league with 50 doubles, 41 home runs and 150 
RBIs, which earned him his second Most Valuable Player 
award. His power statistics were among the best of his 
era. He led the American League in homers and RBIS four 
times, averaging over 98 runs batted in over each of his 
13 seasons. His total of 183 RBIS in 1937 is still the third 
highest total ever for a single season. 
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In 1938 when he hit 58 home runs was not without 
controversy. It was rumored that baseball stalwarts didn't 
like the idea of a Jew eclipsing Babe Ruth's record of 60 
home runs in a season, so the pitchers were not giving 
him anything to hit. This was the usual Jewish paranoia. 
Greenberg wouldn't buy it. After all, pitching around 
power hitters has always been part of the game. Better a 
walk than a home run is the prevailing philosophy of op¬ 
posing pitchers. 

Mustered into the service before the 1940 season (he 
was the second major leaguer to get drafted), he was dis¬ 
charged two days before Pearl Harbor. To his credit, he 
did an about-face and signed up for another tour of duty 
immediately after the Japs' sneak attack. Given a public 
relations job as an Air Force Captain in the China-Burma- 
India theater, his duties were not too onerous. 

Altogether Greenberg lost 4^2 seasons, more than any 
other major leaguer. In Total Baseball , historian Herring¬ 
bone E. Crispy Jr. noted that by January 1945, 5,400 of 
the 5,800 major and minor league ballplayers had been 
on active duty at the time of Pearl Harbor. More than 50 
died in YWVII and many more were seriously injured. 
None, however, was destined for the Hall of Fame. The 
brass obviously felt—and they were probably right—that 
it would have been bad for morale to have the likes of a 
Mussel and a Feeler sent home on crutches or, worse, in a 
flag-draped casket. 

On film, for the most part, Greenberg comes across as 
just another boulevardier from the Bronx—albeit some¬ 
thing of a golem at 6'4" and 200-plus pounds. He was a 
big boy by the standards of any race, but by Jewish stan¬ 


dards, he was a colossus. Though not a particularly obser¬ 
vant Jew, at one point he described his feats on the field 
as "hitting a home run against Hitler." 

A symbol of raw Jewish might, Greenberg was without 
peer. Said filmmaker Kempner, "For me as a Jew, there's 
this unfair characterization of Jewish men as nebbishes. 
Woody Allen types. He defied the stereotype and defied 
the times." Would the word "messiah" be out of order? 

In 1947, during Greenberg's last year in the majors (by 
then he had been traded to Pittsburgh), he was applauded 
for his courtesy to Jackie Robinson, then in his rookie sea¬ 
son with the Dodgers. This in itself might have been mere 
sportsmanship, but it is interesting to note that after Green¬ 
berg retired as a player, he went to work in the front office 
of Cleveland Indians' owner Bill Veeck, a self-admitted Ju- 
deophile, who tried to buy the war-depleted Philadelphia 
Phillies in 1944 and restock the entire team with Negroes 
(see Instauration, Oct. 1997). In the late 40s, Veeck's Indi¬ 
an teams were the American League equivalent of the Na¬ 
tional League's Negro-friendly Dodgers. 

The Life and Times of Hank Greenberg is not without 
interest (where else can you hear Take Me Out to the Ball 
Game sung in Yiddish?). Don't look for it in theaters, how¬ 
ever, though it will eventually turn up on PBS. At the 
screening, filmmaker Kempner was rattling her tin cup, 
angling for additional financing and a distribution deal. 
Given the film's subject matter, some Jewish moneybags 
will likely step up to the plate. It isn't a Holocaust docu¬ 
mentary, but Kempner did one of those before she took on 
Greenberg. The lady has paid her dues.

Ludicrous Mayor 


The new Mayor of Washington, An¬ 
thony Williams, is a sad fellow. Touted as 
a streamlined, modernized, highly edu¬

(b) rehiring the employee when the utter 
banality of the Mayor's actions cast shame 
on him as well as on the black employee 
who had accused the city manager of ra¬ 
cism; 

(c) swallowing his pride in apologizing to 
the manager, it is said, because the ag¬ 
grieved personage is openly and significant¬ 
ly homosexual in a city that celebrates the 
flaunting of queerness. 

In the nation's capital you can neither 
offend a dumb black who mistakes "nig¬ 
ger" for "niggardly" nor offend a smart fag 
whose distorted sexuality is protected by 
the Thought Police.

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The Media and Modern Technology 


I n 1992 a poll was taken of Chinese school children as 
to the importance and popularity of world figures. For¬ 
mer Chinese leader Chou En-lai, who died in 1976, 
was #1. Astonishingly, African-American basketball star 
Michael Jordan came in second. Professor Walter LaFeber 
of Cornell said this was due in large part to modern tech¬ 
nology and the globalization of sports. He went on to de¬ 
scribe how these factors have fundamentally changed the 
world. 

LaFeber said that due to the advent of Direct Broad¬ 
casting Satellites (DBS) in 1974, remote parts of the earth 
were now brought into the mainstream. The life of most 
human beings significantly changed after media entre¬ 
preneur Ted Turner, applied late 20th-century technology 
to marketing of products through sports. In 1985, Turner's 
news network, CNN, was beamed to 193 countries. The 
world now gets its news from one authoritative, if not be¬ 
nignly omnipotent, source. Ted Turner and his fellow me¬ 
dia monopolists of the global village made a big invest¬ 
ment in order to attain their self-serving economic, social 
and political goals. Most governments still sit on their 
hands as they watch the transnational corporations hype 
sporting events that promote consumer goods. Simultane¬ 
ously the mediacrats peddle their insincere egalitarianism. 

LaFeber failed to mention the alarming increase in 
government deregulation of the telecommunications in¬ 
dustry or the continuing wave of mergers and concomitant 
decrease in competition. These media maestros thwart 
competition. They control the dissemination of ideas, cul¬ 
ture and commerce that affects unprecedented numbers of 
humans. Despite the appearance of variety, the only opin¬ 
ions consistently voiced are the ones the media moguls 
deem permissible. 

In 1989, world citizen, atheist and manic-depressive 
Ted Turner, friend of Fidel Castro and husband of Hanoi 
Jane, declared that the word "foreign" would no longer be 
heard on CNN. 

CNN did make the world a smaller place with its live 
reports of Desert Storm and the air war against Serbia. 
Viewers around the globe were now seeing far-off events 
tailored into television news. According to LaFeber, the 
plug was literally pulled on CNN by the Chinese during 
the short-lived, student-led, pro-democracy movement in 
Tiananmen Square. 

In 1989, as communism was crumbling in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope, CNN was there, editing, interpreting and reporting 
the events visually. But the Chinese got camera shy and 
censored the news because they didn't want CNN to 
record and report the happenings of their student uprising 
to the world. CNN was miffed by this and criticized the 


Chinese for not being forthright. The perfidious Western 
media failed to report the U.S. support for a repressive re¬ 
gime in Guatemala, yet it demands openness and "democ¬ 
racy" in China. 

In most Western countries monopoly is against the 
law. Nevertheless a handful of corporations now control 
most of the world's important printed matter, television, 
movies and musical recordings. They create and promote 
markets for their products, raking in huge profits as they 
broadcast abroad their perverse version of reality. Through 
their biased, stifled treatment of the news and the promo¬ 
tion of controversial entertainment, the media are altering 
the hearts and minds of millions of unsuspecting people. 
Experts at suppression, propaganda and manipulation, the 
media form the social, political and cultural attitudes that 
fit easily into the borderless, deracinated New World Or¬ 
der. 

LaFeber mentioned sly old Rupert Murdoch as one of 
the more influential "American" media moguls. An Austra¬ 
lian, Murdoch switched citizenship so he could own more 
media outlets in the U.S. He owns Fox Network, part of 
ESPN, the Los Angeles Dodgers and an English soccer 
team. Like Turner, Murdoch believed in the symbiosis of 
sports and technology, buying sports teams so he could 
reach markets and sell products by advertising and propa¬ 
gandizing racial equality be¬ 
fore, during and after the sport¬ 
ing event. 

On Sept. 22, 1995, Ted 
Turner sold out (merged with) 
for $7.5 billion to Time War¬ 
ner, making it the world's larg¬ 
est media octopus. 

LaFeber discoursed on the 
history of basketball and the 
game's role in the globaliza¬ 
tion process. Michael Jordan, 
the greatest slam-dunker of all time, was accused of sell¬ 
ing his soul for wealth and immortality. Early on in his 
stellar career, Jordan realized that he had an image to por¬ 
tray if he wanted to be successful. Being intelligent, he 
was careful to avoid political and social controversy. (He 
counseled friend and fellow eager "Sir Charles" Barkley 
that his career would go smoother if he wasn't so outspok¬ 
en.) Basically all the hotshot players in the National Bas¬ 
ketball Association want are: (1) a big salary contract; (2) 
comfortable sneakers; (3) mucho sex. 

LaFeber felt Jordan had also let the world down by not 
investigating and correcting the exploitation of Third 
World workers who fabricate the sneakers he hustles.

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Needless to say, Jordan's aloofness, non-commitment and 
lack of compassion did not rile the people who count— 
his fans and the transnational corporations. 

Religion today is not the opiate of the masses. Immedi¬ 
ate gratification or entertainment is. Television, spectator 
sports, illicit drugs and computer cybersex are far more al¬ 
luring than religion to the common man. Religion takes 
too much effort, resolve and earnestness, and fails to im¬ 
press the "right kind of people." Church attendance and 
getting up and out on Sunday mornings represent too 
much effort and not enough reward. With technology 
bringing all sorts of sports-viewing options to fans, what 
can compete with these packages of heroics, fantasy and 
materialism? 

LaFeber noted that the commissioner of the NBA, 
David Stern, has boosted and marketed the organiza¬ 
tion the way Disney promotes its products. The Dis¬ 
ney money machine has theme clothing, videos, car¬ 
toon characters and amusement parks. The NBA also 
has its own line of apparel, super-stars, promotional 
videos and basketball arenas. Both these commercial 
enterprises are diversified, enjoy tremendous profits 
and are run by members of the same minority group. 

In his history of hoops, LaFeber failed to mention 
that Abe Saperstein, founder of the first successful 
basketball team, the Harlem Globetrotters, was of 
Jewish heritage and belonged to the same faith as 
Abe. In these politically correct times, when anti- 
Semitism is the ultimate heresy, it is understandable 
that the good Professor would steer clear of such 
commentary. 

LaFeber did quote "international investor" 
George Soros, also of Jewish background, on what 
Third World countries need to do to be competitive. 

Ask the Malaysians what Soros should do and they 
will tell you he should never again attempt to manip¬ 
ulate their currency and de-stabilize their economy. 

LaFeber also discussed the power of computers 
and emphasized that knowledge and power have 
been decentralized down to the level of isolated acti¬ 
vists.

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The Origins of Altruism 


Originally motivated by Marxian 
pseudo-science's war against Western 
culture and drummed into the national 
psyche by the rote repetition of the media 
is a bias that has increasingly come to 
view nationalism as the antithesis of altru¬ 
ism. Nationalism is derided as ethnocen¬ 
tric, xenophobic and somehow intrinsi¬ 
cally malevolent. 

So compelling have these organized 
group assaults become that otherwise ra¬ 
tional countries in their desperation to not 
appear "politically incorrect" have pros¬ 
trated themselves before the throne of 
multiculturalism. Some European states 
have even attempted to revamp immigra¬ 
tion and naturalization policies by advo¬ 
cating that citizenship be based not upon 
culture or ethnicity but upon simply be¬ 
ing there. 

Never let it be said that the truth ever 
stood in the way of the media's infinite 
ability to distort history and fabricate sci¬ 
ence, particularly when such falsehoods 
provide so much money, power and con¬ 
trol for so few. 

Ironically there is now sound scientif¬ 
ic support for the view that selfishness, 
while officially still a prominent compo¬ 
nent of the nationalist menace is in reality 
an overall strategy more closely associat¬ 
ed with large unrelated groups and heter¬ 
ogeneous societies. This lack of coopera¬ 
tive instinct appears to be a genetically 
governed mechanism whose study goes a 


long way in explaining why multicultural 
societies are often such disasters. 

Darwin himself wondered why some 
species forsake selfishness and exhibit 
self-sacrificial behaviors. Since such be¬ 
haviors decrease the chances of individu¬ 
al survival and reproduction, how could 
they be reconciled with the theory of nat¬ 
ural selection and survival of the fittest? 

Darwin first became aware of this 
self-sacrificial behavior in bees and 
wasps. Such insects sting intruders in or¬ 
der to protect their nests, though it costs

them their lives. Darwin surmised that 
such sacrificial behavior had to do with 
individual members of one nest being 
closely related, many possessing the 
same genes. Consequently the individual 
who gives up his own life for his colony 
may pass on more related genes to future 
generations than if he had lived. 


Evolutionary biologists have termed 
this behavior "kin selection," an adapta¬ 
tion found not only in insects but in high¬ 
er animals. Researchers have found that 
the most self-sacrificial risk-taking ground 
squirrels are most closely related to their 
nest mates. 

Those who would deny the applica¬ 
bility of this research to humans base 
their arguments on some foundation other 
than science. Humans and animals are af¬ 
ter all similar in kind. We differ from our 
furry co-inhabitants in mostly quantitative 
ways. 

All things being equal, homogeneous 
societies are more likely to engage in al¬ 
truistic behavior than heterogeneous ones. 
Selflessness/selfishness is not, as has been 
heretofore maintained, based solely upon 
the variability of socialization or political 
climate. It is genetic in origin. 

It is scientifically convincing and in¬ 
tuitively corroborative to learn once more 
that much of the anti-social behavior en¬ 
countered in the world's multicultural ur¬ 
ban jungles is motivated by the forces of 
evolutionary biology. 

If, as science has shown, some types 
of altruism are not universal interspecies 
characteristics, but largely confined to fa¬ 
milial groups, then we must condemn 
with renewed vigor universalism and em¬ 
brace the idea of the ethnostate as the 
wisest form of politics.

Holocaust, First Edition 


Of all the people fed up with hearing 
about Jewish suffering in WWII, how 
many know that Jewish mind-twisters 
pulled a similar stunt after WWI? During 
that war, according to an excellent article 
by Don Heddesheimer (Barnes Review, 
Feb. 1997), there were tales of 5 or 6 mil¬ 
lion Jews in Eastern Europe being on the 
brink of death from starvation and dis¬ 
ease. Banker Felix Warburg, Chairman of 
the Joint Distribution Committee of Amer¬ 
ican Funds for Jewish War Sufferers, re¬ 
ported in 1919, "Jews were the worst suf¬ 
ferers in the War." (Apparently the 
millions of young men killed on the West¬ 
ern Front didn't count.) According to 
Warburg, death was stalking "6 million 
souls, or half the Jewish population of the 
earth." 

The N.Y. Times dutifully weighed in 


with articles and editorials stressing that 5 
million Jews were on the brink of extinc¬ 
tion. So did the N.Y. Post, which some 
years later was owned by Dorothy Schiff, 
granddaughter of another famous banker. 
Appeals for funds to help the destitute 
Jews of Eastern Europe continued for 
years after the Armistice. In 1922, 
Ukraine was added to the mix. One mil¬ 
lion Jews there, it was alleged, had been 
killed in pogroms. (No mention was 
made of the millions of non-Jewish Ukrai¬ 
nians then dying in the 1921-22 famine 
caused by Bolshevik expropriation of the 
farmers' grain.) 

Jewish wailing culminated in a mas¬ 
sive fundraising drive in 1926 which saw 
half a million people rally in New York, 
with 150,000 Christian leaders urging 
their flocks to contribute. In the seven 


years since Warburg first raised the alarm, 
no evidence of excessive Jewish mortality 
had ever been presented. Nevertheless 
the same old figure of 5 million was 
dragged out. 

Chairman of the 1926 drive was Da¬ 
vid A. Brown of Detroit, who afterwards 
admitted that less than 20% of the $70 or 
$80 million raised had actually been 
spent to relieve hunger. Most of the mon¬ 
ey, Brown said, had gone into such "con¬ 
structive undertakings" as setting up co¬ 
operative banks and agricultural settle¬ 
ments. When a Jewish investigator charg¬ 
ed that some 40% had actually been used 
for currency speculation, Warburg slap¬ 
ped him down by saying such problems 
"had been corrected."

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The Danger of Affirmative Action 


There is one factor in affirmative ac¬ 
tion that is seldom discussed—public 
safety. It's one thing for the multicultural- 
ists to go on about the necessity to make 
special concessions for minorities. It's a 
different kettle of fish when liberal egali¬ 
tarians call for even more minorities in air 
traffic control. Here we're gambling with 
lives. 

Some insiders in the Federal Aviation 
Administration are beginning to wonder if 
the safety of air travel is being endan¬ 
gered by federal diversity rules that re¬ 
quire the hiring and promotion of em¬ 
ployees based on race and gender rather 
than on merit. 

The Air Traffic Control Center in At¬ 
lanta, once regarded as the safest in the 
U.S., had its worst record last year. Rank- 
and-file air traffic controllers charge that 
the problem developed when Air Traf¬ 
fic Manager Nancy Shelton was told to 
boost the number of women and minori¬ 
ties in senior management. 

Since Shelton took over in December 
1993, FAA records show the incidence of 
operational errors, such as permitting two 
planes to come closer to each other than 
FAA regulations allow, rose sharply. FAA 


investigators explained this by saying 
Shelton and her subordinates "had agen¬ 
das other than the management of the 
center, and that this contributed to a per¬ 
ceived lack of commitment to the future 
of the facility." 

According to Randy Schwitz, onetime 
regional vice president of the National 
Air Traffic Controllers Association, FAA's 
gender and racial goals were won at the 
expense of qualifications and expertise. 
He said: 

There have been lots of management se¬ 
lections in the Southern Region in the past 
two years and most have been for diversity, 
meaning they were people of color or 
women. . . .I'm not saying they shouldn't 
be there, but I think qualifications have tak¬ 
en a back seat in some of the selections. 

The FAA's annual report to the Equal 
Employment Commission boasted that 
it's flight standards service "hired 42% 
women and minorities for their aviation 
inspections positions." 

The FAA administrator maintained 
steadfastly that the agency "has never 
subordinated safety to diversity." However, 


two FAA employees testified anonymous¬ 
ly before a Senate committee that air safe¬ 
ty inspectors were undertrained. They fur¬ 
ther claimed that some higher-ups had com¬ 
mitted fraud by covering up key reports. 

The agency's management handbook 
told supervisors not to weigh merit when 
making promotions to meet diversity goals. 
The handbook reads: "The merit promo¬ 
tion process is but one means of filling 
vacancies, and need not be utilized if it 
will not promote your diversity goals." 

The primacy of diversity over qualifi¬ 
cations was further explained in that part 
of the handbook that said managers were 
to be 

rated on their performance appraisals for 
their achievements in diversity. . . .If they 
have not met their goals, they will not re¬ 
ceive a distinguished rating. 

Now even the apathetic American 
people may start to grumble when big 
government threatens their personal safe¬ 
ty. Will it take a succession of tragic air 
crashes caused by FAA incompetence to 
return the agency to merit hiring?

There is a peculiarity of Jewish speech 
that must be noticed by nearly everyone, 
but remarked on by virtually no one. I re¬ 
fer to the almost contrived way that Jews 
have of moving from their own regional 
accent, be it Boston, Philly or Baltimore, 
into a form of Yiddish sing-song that 
seems bent on conveying a griping "rea¬ 
sonableness" to the discourse, most nota¬ 
bly whenever other Jews are present or 
wherever there is some reason to "cele¬ 
brate" Jewish communal identity. At that 
point the tone rises from the already stri¬ 
dent East Coastism of the suburban Cho¬ 
sen to something akin to a half-bleating 
whine that must be a leftover from the 
19th-century Eastern European shtetl. 

To such oddly musical fare the aver¬ 
age non-Jew must either cringe outright 
or prove to the Jew that he can under¬ 
stand both the common sense and inner 
logic of what is being conveyed. When¬ 
ever the topic is Israel and the Middle 
East, the Jew in his infinite wisdom and 
ear-piercing whine will convey both the 


acceptable editorial posture on the sub¬ 
ject and the range of intellectual latitude 
permissible. 

Non-Jews would be well-advised to 
listen carefully for the code words and 
other pointers, such as hip thrusts, shoul¬ 
der slumps and tapping feet. If, for exam¬ 
ple, the discussion centers on how far the 
Israelis should go to accommodate the 
Palestinian aspirations for an independent 
state, it is essential for the non-Jew to cali¬ 
brate the exact depth of urgency betrayed 
by the ghetto accent of the Semite con¬ 
ducting this particular informal seminar. 
Otherwise an enormous faux pas might 
be committed, leading to an embittered 
refutation of the Gentile's words now and 
perhaps forever. If the whine in question 
is soft and pleading, it may be that the 
conversation has a wide latitude of opin¬ 
ion. In this case the non-Jew might opt for 
something involving the "justice" of a Pal¬ 
estinian state, but should finish up with a 
firm denunciation of all "Arab ragheads" 
as grave diggers of the Brave Little Out¬ 


post of Democracy. If, on the other hand, 
the whine comes across as emphatic, 
non-Jews should beware. Most likely 
there exists no room for the casual depar¬ 
ture from the Chosen line. In this case it 
would be best for all concerned if the 
only opinion offered was a firm commit¬ 
ment to the ongoing safety and security of 
Zionism and all its works. No contrary 
opinion is acceptable. 

One might usefully remark on another 
typically Jewish habit of calling for "all 
Americans" to "keep their hands off the 
domestic politics of Israel." Alas this does 
not mean what it seems to mean. "All 
Americans," in this sense, only refers to 
the Goyim. Jews from anywhere and every¬ 
where continue to retain the right to med¬ 
dle in domestic Israeli affairs. On occa¬ 
sion even Jews must prove the value of 
their meddling by expressing a love for 
the Zionist state that surpasses their affec¬ 
tion for Uncle Sammy. Since by definition 
it is impossible for the non-Jew to do this, 
it is better to adhere to the ancient and

honorable edict of never talking politics 
unless it amounts to an unswerving com¬ 
mitment to Israel. Nor should non-Jews 
ever stoop to criticize the somewhat pe¬ 
culiar religious habits of their Jewish 
brethren. 

Though it has been firmly established 
that Jews have the unalterable right of 
slandering the vanilla-bland religious 
habits of Northern European Protestants, 
it is absolutely forbidden for non-Jew's to 
entertain any of the old, discredited no¬ 
tions of Christianity towards Jewry. Even 


implying that there is room for such dis¬ 
course suggests the worst of Ku Klux 
Klanism and could lead directly to a sum¬ 
mary dismissal from the social grouping 
in which the remark is aired. 

Indeed such changed rules have often 
led to vast confusion on the part of older 
Christians who remember another time 
when the social rules of debate were al¬ 
most reversed. Jews, before the 1960s, 
were more or less constrained to defer to 
their own social betters. But times 
change. 


This is not the place to take up the 
question of why such conditions evolve. 
They just do. Especially in the matter of 
the younger contingent, it is generally 
better not to hint that things were once 
upon a time far different than they are to¬ 
day. Knowledge of such facts might in¬ 
duce the wrong people to ask the wrong 
questions. It is high time that Christians 
quietly accept the proposition that they 
no longer lead, but are being lead.

Immigration Tsunami 


The unctuous Immigration Act of 
1965 was sold to Americans as fair, dem¬ 
ocratic and patriotic by such liberal demi¬ 
gods as Senators Edward Kennedy and Ja¬ 
cob Javits.

When one of the 
group suggested that it might be inconvenient to start a 
war when the prime minister was still on German territory, 
Churchill, waving a whiskey and soda, grumbled, "Even 
the Germans would not be so stupid as to deprive us of 
our beloved Prime Minister." 

Strange that we so seldom hear about the "Man of the 
Century's" drunken ravings except as a humorous aside, 
usually tucked away among the pages of some obscure 
history text.

Dummkopf Warlords 

A key point not addressed in the essay (June 1999) on 
Feldmarschall Erich von Manstein's attacks on Hitler is 
that Lorden forgets that a few members of the German 
High Command, Manstein included, were put on trial as 
war criminals. The most obvious way for them to save 
themselves was to blame everything on Hitler. Lorden also 
forgets that had the German generals had their way in the 
winter of 1941-42 and retreated before the gates of Mos¬ 
cow, the entire German army would have been pushed 
back to its starting point long before 1945. This terrifying 
error in judgment early in the war did not exactly justify' 
trusting their advice later on. 

It is interesting to contrast Hitler's military record with 
that of Churchill, Eisenhower, Montgomery and MacAr- 
thur. Churchill did absolutely nothing right in two world 
wars (unless one qualifies his setup of the Lusitania as a 
success). Montgomery was an extremely cautious general 
and missed his opportunity at the Falaise encirclement. Ei¬ 
senhower had absolutely no grasp of either strategy or tac¬ 
tics and succeeded only because of the ability of his com¬ 
manders in the field. MacArthur, despite having far better 
information on the coming Japanese attack on the Philip¬ 


pines than the blacked-out Pearl Harbor commanders, put 
up a miserable defense before escaping by submarine. 
Since MacArthur had the right friends in high places, he 
avoided the ignominy inflicted upon Admirals Kimmel and 
Short. MacArthur blundered all over the Philippines during 
his famous "return" according to declassified army reports. 
In Korea he advanced towards the Chinese border when 
all available intelligence showed he should have been 
well aware of (or at least cognizant of the possibility) what 
eventually hit him. Napoleon Bonaparte presided over a 
military disaster of unprecedented proportions when he 
easily could have aborted his campaign in Russia with 
minimal losses. 

In short, when placed in historical context, Hitler's 
record as leader and commander against overwhelming 
odds was extraordinarily competent. He far surpassed the 
blundering English who, as usual, had the world's most in¬ 
competent general staff. No general ever fought a war 
without making mistakes or making decisions that would 
be debated long after war's end. The more pertinent ques¬ 
tion: What competing warlord could have held together 
the overwhelmed German war machine the same way Hit¬ 
ler did?

Did Or Did Not He Exist? 

In "Plagiarism in the New Testament" (April 1999), Zip 
955 challenges the proposition that Jesus was an historical 
person. The idea that He never existed has been around 
for some time. A writer affiliated with the Tubingen school 
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in Germany was the first to espouse this view. Bruno 
Bauer, a pupil of Hegel, lost his lectureship in 1842 as a 
result of this heresy. In the late 18th century, writers asso¬ 
ciated with a school of thought known as Dutch Radical 
Criticism also denied the existence of Jesus. Beginning in 
the early 20th century, J. M. Robertson and W. B. Smith 
also published works questioning the existence of Jesus. A 
current Jesus-as-myth argument can be found on the Inter¬ 
net by conducting a web search on the title, "The Jesus 
Puzzle." 

Zip 955 correctly asserts that the gospel stories borrow 
heavily from the Old Testament, but I would disagree that 
this constitutes plagiarism as we know it. The gospels are 
religious writings and should not be held to modern stan¬ 
dards of verity and factuality. Since the Old Testament was 
considered a source of revelation, it was natural to look 
there for religious insight. Midrash, the Jewish practice of 
deriving new and deeper meaning from the Old Testament 
by reinterpreting it, was an acceptable form of redaction. If 
there was any skullduggery, it began in the second century 
A.D. with the centralization of church authority in Rome. 
The evolving New Testament was censored and many tex¬ 
tual insertions were made to bring the canonical texts in 
line with an orthodoxy emanating largely from the gospel 
fiction that a Jesus of Nazareth recently preached in Pales¬ 
tine. 

An equally valid argument can be made against the ex¬ 
istence of Jesus from the utter silence about Him in the 
non-gospel epistles. Unbind the New Testament and at¬ 
tach to each epistle and gospel the best estimate of when 
it was written. When these writings are then rearranged in 
ascending chronological order, a curious fact emerges. 
The gospel stories with their florid details of Christ's life 
don't appear until nearly a century after His supposed 
death. All of the earlier epistles are silent on a preaching 
Jesus or, as in the case of the letters attributed to Paul, 
clearly speak of Jesus as a spiritual intermediary of God, 
not a man who recently walked the sands of Palestine. 

Although such radical views are bound to cause angst 
for Christian Instaurationists, they should be aired. Some 
of our dispossession certainly stems from a tendency to ac¬ 
cept historical falsehoods and bogus beliefs. (The Holo¬ 
caust hoax comes to mind.) We can't build a durable new 
society on a foundation of untruths. If Jesus never existed 
or the Bard was actually a bisexual nobleman, so be it. 
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Damned With No Praise 

I received the June 1999 Instauration today and read it 
cover to cover. I have been a subscriber since 1985 and 
have never sent in carping criticism.

Unprosecuted Lawbreakers

Although Jews fill many of the executive 
slots at Morgan Stanley Dean Witter, the 
country's largest investment bank, is con¬ 
sidered a Majority institution, which 
means it must always be on the financial 
qui vive. Morgan is currently the target of 
a $1.35-billion racial discrimination suit 
by an uppity Negro, Christian Curry. In 
the course of the preliminary investiga¬ 
tion, it came to light that Morgan had 
paid an informer $10,000 to get some dirt' 
on Curry—a common practice of black¬ 
mailed employers. The unpublicized pay¬ 
off gave the district attorney the opportu¬ 
nity to withdraw charges against Curry for 
saddling Morgan with 150 fraudulent ex¬ 
pense accounts, one for an uneaten $300 
dinner, the proceeds from which were 
used to buy a $300 pair of shoes. 

Curry only embarrassed and mortified 
Morgan. Another black, Joseph Jett, actu¬ 
ally bankrupted the respected Majority 
firm, Kidder, Peabody, by false claims of 
huge profits for which he was handsome¬ 
ly rewarded until the truth came out. 
When Jett was fired, he wrote a book ex¬ 
onerating himself and placing the blame 
for his crimes on his bosses. One critic 
rightfully insinuated that the work was 
nothing but a compendium of lies. Wall 
St. has always been a snake pit. The ap¬ 
pearance of black brokers has done little 
to improve its image. 

Foreign Spies Welcome 

The Los Alamos National Laboratory in 
New Mexico, otherwise known as the na¬ 
tional nuclear weapons proliferation cen¬ 
ter, has now discharged an Asian-lndian 
scientist associated with India's nuclear 
weapons program. In compliance with 
the government's diversity campaign, it 


has become fashionable in our military 
academies, research facilities and other 
governmental and private institutions to 
invite foreign nationals to join the team. 
Reportedly there are 20 of them working 
in the highly classified Los Alamos facility. 

Freeway Affirmative Action 

As with all serious crimes in the U.S., ex¬ 
cept financial ones, blacks are glaringly 
overrepresented in the number of traffic 
violations.

Huzzahs for Hillary's public support for the Palestin¬ 
ians—but wasn't that before she thought about running for 
the Senate?

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Notes from the Sceptred Isle —John Nobull 


H. L. Mencken was a German American, a member of 
a tribe that has had a lot to put up with from Anglo- 
Saxons. More literate than any other group ex¬ 
cept the Scots (all of whom had to be able to 
read the Bible), the Germans were better edu¬ 
cated as regards music and the other arts. But 
they fitted in so well with Anglo-Saxons that 
within a generation or two they had lost their 
language and cultural superiority. In fact, Ger¬ 
man Protestants became an integral part of the 
original WASP majority. 

In Canada, Germans were deliberately 
downgraded at the time of WWI. Previously 
they has been on a par with the English be¬ 
cause they had capital, which enabled them to 
buy good bottom land in southern Ontario, 
where a combination of good soil, warm sum¬ 
mers and a southerly location make it the most 
prosperous part of Canada. How many of us re¬ 
member that the town of Kitchener was called 
Berlin until 1914 or that Waterloo University 
could well have been a German-language insti¬ 
tution if Britain had not participated jn WWI? 

The Scots, lacking the cash to buy land in the 
English and German areas, had to settle for 
poorer acreage in central Ontario. The Irish, 
who came in after the famine, tried for a time 
to farm on the outer parts of the Canadian 
shield among the beautiful lakes set amidst 
birch trees that grow out of thin soil with a 
granite underlay. 

Mencken is famous for making fun of Amer¬ 
ican Southerners obsessed by the Bible, who 
shot themselves in the foot by rejecting Dar¬ 
win's theory of natural selection. The Scopes 
monkey trial gave him a field day. Later on, as 
America edged towards war against Germany, 

Mencken bitterly remarked that cowardice was 
a distinguishing characteristic of the Anglo- 
Saxons, implying that they only fought when 
they had the most weapons and the most 
troops. 

That is not true historically, though Shake¬ 
speare's John of Gaunt goes too far when he 
says: 

This England never did, nor never shall 
Lie at the proud foot of a conqueror. 

The Vikings never conquered more than half of Eng¬ 


land in King Alfred's time, but their descendants managed 
to conquer all the British Isles. Exasperated by repeated ex¬ 
actions of the Danegeld (they were innately 
averse to paying taxes), Anglo-Saxons tried to 
massacre all the Danes in England on St. 
Brice's day, 1002. The ensuing wars resulted 
in King Sweyn of Denmark replacing Ethelred 
II as King of England in 1014. Sweyn's son 
Canute then inherited all the thrones of the 
northern seas in 1016. 

In 1066 England was once again con¬ 
quered, but by no means easily. Harold's axe¬ 
men were very tired after defeating the Norse¬ 
men at Stamford Bridge in Yorkshire. Harald 
Hardrada, King of Norway and former captain 
of the Varangian Guard, was a warrior some 
seven feet tall. Towering over his soldiers, he 
was finally cut down by Harold Godwinson's 
men. The half-Danish Harold Godwinson was 
also a giant of a man. The Bayeux tapestry 
shows him pulling two heavily armoured Nor¬ 
man knights out of the quicksand near Mont 
St. Michel. 

After Stamford Bridge, Harold Godwinson 
heard of Duke William's landing in the south 
of England. He had to make long, forced 
marches to face him at Hastings. Far from be¬ 
ing cowardly during the battle, the Anglo- 
Saxons were defeated because of their rash¬ 
ness. Harold's house-carles were steady, right 
to the end, but the fyrd, or country levies, were 
too undisciplined. They charged the Bretons 
on Duke William's left, putting them to flight, 
but then set off in pursuit instead of hurrying 
back to their lines. Duke William, having ob¬ 
served this tactic of theirs, watched the Flem¬ 
ings race off and when they had chased the 
Normans far enough, William ordered the 
heavily armoured Norman knights to cut them 
off and destroy them. Meanwhile, Norman 
bowmen forced the house-carles to use their 
shields as a defence against arrows from the 
air, one of which fatally penetrated Harold's 
eye. When the Norman cavalry charged uphill, 
it overran the axe-men. It was a victory due to 
superior technique—heavy cavalry and good 
archers. The Anglo-Saxons, however, showed 
no cowardice. 

The charge of physical cowardice against the Anglo- 
Saxons continued to be untenable. England's mediaeval 
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victories in France (Crecy, Poitiers, Agincourt) were victo¬ 
ries of smaller fighting units against greatly superior num¬ 
bers. The longbow facilitated those victories. To be sure, 
the longbow was taken from the Welsh, who were also in 
the Norman ranks. The Normans used mainly Welsh bow¬ 
men under "Strongbow" de Clare and his successors to 
conquer the best land in Ireland. They initially trusted the 
Welsh more than the English, who had rebelled under 
Hereward the Wake in the marches of Ely and also in 
Scandinavianised Yorkshire. 

By the end of William the Conqueror's reign there 
were only three Anglo-Saxon names among the English 
aristocracy. As Sir Walter Scott remarks in Ivanhoe, the 
words for farm animals derived from the language of their 
keepers (bull, cow, calf, sheep), while their flesh had 
names from the (acquired) language of their chief consu¬ 
mers (beef, veal, mutton). 

It was the Norman element which organised the Eng¬ 
lish and created the first English empire in France and Ire¬ 
land. The Normans in France allied themselves with ele¬ 
ments of the originally Germanic aristocracy that was 
opposed to the central power of France. In Ireland they be¬ 
came so involved with the native Irish clan leaders that 
laws were passed to prevent the Irishisation of the Nor¬ 
mans outside the Anglo-Saxon Pale of Dublin. In Scotland 
the great names of the middle ages were above all Nor¬ 
man: Sinclair, Balliol, Graham. Everywhere the Normans 
were the organisers of the English, Irish and Scots. Sean 
O'Faolain in his short but masterly history of Ireland, re¬ 
marks that wherever the range of mediaeval crafts was in 
evidence in Ireland the Normans were certain to be 
present. The Fitzgeralds were the first Irish home rulers. 
The Normans of Scotland were the backbone of resistance 
to English power. 

But none of this makes the subjects of the Normans 
cowards, whether they were English, Irish or Scottish. 
Magna Carta, the greatest document in the history of rep¬ 
resentative government, was the creation of the Norman 
aristocracy. The heavily armoured horse, ultimately inher¬ 
ited from the Sassanian Persians (who defeated the Ro¬ 
mans) was their principal weapon but the longbow was 
preferred by the mainly Anglo-Saxon troops, though they 
also added the new German invention of the open cannon, 
which spread such devastation among the French at Crecy. 

The evidence for the organising genius of the Normans 
was everywhere, but the English were the backbone of 
their armies in France. Joan of Arc called them "the tailed 
goddamns," on account their favourite expletive, and be¬ 
cause of the belief, common in France and Scotland, that 
they must have tails like the Devil. In the Hundred Years 
War, all the major battles were won by the Normanised 
English. In the end, however, the French drove them out of 
all mainland France except Calais, which did not surren¬ 
der until 1558 during Queen Mary's reign. Nevertheless 
the English retained a fearsome reputation on the Conti¬ 
nent. A 16th-century Spanish priest described them as lions. 

During the English civil war, both sides were ideologi¬ 


cally committed, though the parliamentary troops were 
better financed and disciplined than the royalist ones. Ma¬ 
caulay's poem, The Battle of Naseby, tells the story: 

And hark, like the roar of the billows on the shore 
The cry of battle rises along their charging line, 

"For God, for the Cause, for the Church, for the Laws 
For Charles, King of England and Rupert of the Rhine!" 

The parliamentary leftwing was borne before the 
charge, "like stubble on the blast," but the right held. Then 
help arrived: "Bear up another minute, brave Oliver is 
here!" This was the battle in which the English middle 
class defeated the gentry and its retainers. Cromwell put 
his recruitment policy for officers in English—a tongue 
which is intended to express one's thoughts as nearly as 
possible: 

I had rather a plain, russet-coated captain, who knows 
what he fights for and loves what he knows, than what you 
call a gentleman and is nothing else. 

Is there any member of the middle-class who is not 
moved by those words? 

The born gentlemen made a comeback in 1660. They 
went on to build the second British Empire in part through 
the efforts of the Duke of Marlborough, the only undefeat¬ 
ed captain of his time. But something had changed. A 
member of the gentry no longer used the word "gentle¬ 
man" too freely. He learned that the inner light was a 
good substitute for noble birth. He remembered how 
Cromwell's infantry went to battle in the Low Countries, 
how his troops made the Pope tremble in Rome, how Ad¬ 
miral Blakehad swept the Dutch from the seas. Samuel Pe- 
pys, seeing the Guards drilling, recalled in his diary that 
they had recently been beaten by some of the most ordi¬ 
nary fellows imaginable. The rising middle class very 
slowly began to coalesce with the gentry. Cromwell's ordi¬ 
nary troopers later proved to be excellent innkeepers. 
Many went to America. 

The second English (now British) Empire, which ended 
in 1 770, was created with the help of disciplined (and 
well-flogged) English infantry. Even during the American 
revolutionary war, most of the victories in the set-piece 
battles, however hard fought (Bunker Hill), were gained by 
the English infantry. The Americans showed that in forest¬ 
ed country guerrillas were more effective than trained 
troops. They also showed that Philadelphia muskets were 
better than British ones. Burgoyne had to surrender at Sar¬ 
atoga because the American Anglo-Saxons surrounded 
him and cut him off from any supplies. At Yorktown it was 
the French fleet and well-trained French infantry that 
played a decisive part in forcing the beleaguered Cornwal¬ 
lis to surrender. But the main credit for revolutionary victo¬ 
ry must go to the tough colonists, who were Anglo-Saxons 
like George Ill's troops.

Some of the funniest jokes in the history of humor have 
often been aimed at the limp-wristed folks who now call 
themselves gay. Unfortunately gay power has become so 
strong in TV that the entertainment moguls have to be very 
careful about how they handle the subject. Right now it has 
reached the point that anything that involves homosexuali¬ 
ty over the air waves has to be treated quite deferentially. 
The good old days of Three's Company are long gone. On 
the contrary, some PBS stations recently ran a program that 
actually promoted homosexuality, Elementary: Talking 
About Gay Issues in School. Almost every hoary sitcom 
ever made is being rerun these days. But not Three's Com¬ 
pany. 

Tau Epsilon Phi, the national Jewish fraternity, has giv¬ 
en its annual Man of the Year award to Jerry Springer, the 
Jewish comic born in London in 1944 of Holocaust survi¬ 
vors (or so he claims). Normally anyone, fraternity member 
or not, would feel a bit squeamish about handing out such 
an award to a show that has the highest daytime rating 
(which means that it scrapes the bottom of contemporary 
culture). George Hasenberg, a member of TEP's grand 
council, stated that Springer deserved the honor because 
he "upheld Jewish values," which doesn't say much for 
Jewish values. A typical sequence on the show: "I did my 
own sex change." It might be noted that Larry King was the 
recipient of TEP's Man of the Year award a few years ago 
and that Larry David, one of the creators of Seinfeld, 
named several of the show's characters after the winners of 
the Jewish fraternity's annual award. 

We all know about—or should know about—the cultu¬ 
ral miasma that has settled over American TV. But what 
about the coarsening effect on the players—the actors, ac¬ 
tresses, writers and directors? How many come out of the 
glamour and glitz as decent human beings? 

Take the case of budding child actress Dana Plato, one 
of the stars of Diff'rent Strokes. She starred in the primetime 
sitcom for six years from 1978 to 1984, earning as much as 
$25,000 an episode. Everything was roses until she got 
pregnant at age 18 by a boyfriend. Her son was born four 
months after the marriage, which lasted only a year. Need¬ 
less to say, she was forced to leave the show. A character 
who is supposed to be a virgin can hardly afford a steadily 
expanding midsection. 

From fame to unemployment was hard to take for an 
on-the-make actress. Drugs helped but not enough. Soon 
she was caught up in the tentacles of the law—forging pre¬ 
scriptions for Valium, even freefalling to robbing a Las Ve¬ 
gas video store and doing a soft-porn film. At age 34 she 
died in her RV of an overdose of Loritab and Valium, a le¬ 
thal combination. Her death came one day after a bilious 
interview with Howard Stern. 

Dana's two co-stars on the show, playing her adopted 
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brothers, were Negroes, who also didn't turn out too well. 
Todd Bridges was arrested for assault with a deadly weap¬ 
on. Gary Coleman, the loveable midget, punched a female 
autograph hound in the eye. 

There is something about TV that brings out the worst 
not the best in people. The characters they play before the 
camera often transmogrify into their private lives. 

From Zip 911. I have often considered writing about the 
real purpose of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, but 
lack of means to substantiate a number of my suspicions 
discouraged me. Now I have something that can help me 
break the ice: an American general who spoke on national 
television concerning the real reasons for NATO's exis¬ 
tence. 

On April 24, 1999, NBC aired John McLaughlin's One 
on One. The interlocutor had a guest, Lt. General William 
Odom, a graduate of West Point with a Ph.D. from Colum¬ 
bia and a member of President Carter's National Security 
Council. He has authored six books, the latest being The 
Collapse of the Soviet Military. 

At the start Odom stated: 

[NATO] was created not as most people think to defend 
against the Soviet military threat. The French didn't even 
mention the Soviet Union in the debate for it. They wanted 
NATO to deal with the German question. The British want¬ 
ed NATO to keep the U.S. in Europe. 

McLaughlin asked Odom: "Are we supposed to run Eu¬ 
rope?" Odom: "It pays. Yes." McLaughlin: "Why does it 
pay?" Odom: "You are richer today because of it." 
McLaughlin: "Can the United States defend its interests in 
Europe without NATO?" Odom: "No." 

One of Odom's comments substantiates the Germano- 
phobic character of NATO: "In 1994 the British Foreign 
Secretary said it would be better to have the Russians on 
the Adriatic than the Germans." 

From Zip 200. The two most popular programs on cable 
TV are wrestling. 
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Canada. To gag or not to gag, that is 
the question. Conrad Black, the media ty¬ 
coon, owns, through one of his network 
of companies, the North Shore News, the 
paper which, along with ex-columnist 
Doug Collins, was fined $2,000 (Canadi¬ 
an) for telling the truth. Black, who also 
owns the Jerusalem Post, reiterates nau¬ 
seously he is dedicated to free expression. 
In the Collins case, however, he won't 
join the defendants in fighting the fine be¬ 
cause he says Doug is "disreputable." 
What seems to be going on here is that 
Canadian establishmentarians who insist 
they are for free speech are actually doing 
what they can to kill it. 

One of the most contentious points in 
all this Jewish-inspired litigation is that 
"truth is no defense." This of course gives 
the libera I-minority coalition a tremen¬ 
dous advantage. Let's say that four Jews 
were found guilty of killing a blonde teen¬ 
ager. If the news reports mention the 
word "Jews," this becomes a racist state¬ 
ment and hence illegal. The reporting of 
the crime has to be modified to eliminate 
the word "Jews." If the truth about the 
race of the killers is made known, it is a 
hate crime. 

The province of Alberta is being 
rocked by allegations that its publicly 
owned bank gave a questionable $418 
million loan to a mega-mall owned by 
the Ghermezian brothers. One of the 
brothers is said to have told an official of 
the bank that they could secretly move 
money around the world by using rabbis 
as couriers. They are never searched en¬ 
tering or leaving a country. 

Britain. Any smart geneticist when 
asked to predict the winner of this year's 
women's tennis championship at Wim¬ 
bledon would have chosen Alexandra 
Stevenson. Actually she made it to the 
semi-finals. Alexandra, 18, is the daugh¬ 
ter of Julius Erving (a.k.a. Dr. J). At 6'1", 
she is as gi raffish as her father, the ex¬ 
basketball star, now a successful TV talk- 
ster and businessman. Mother of Alexan¬ 
dra is Samantha Stevenson, a white news¬ 
paper reporter. Mrs. Erving and her four 
boys have long known about daddy's pre¬ 
vious love life, but apparently have for¬ 
given him. From the very start of this 
year's tournament, Alexandra played the 
race and gender card by accusing some 
players of lesbianism and racism. She bet¬ 
ter watch her inflated lips. Two of Erv- 
ing's legal offspring were arrested last 


year for drug possession and burglarizing 
a car. 

How do you define an historian? First, 
he cannot be a Holocaust skeptic. That 
automatically qualifies him as being unfit 
for historical research or at least this is the 
gist of an article in the N.Y. Times (June 
29, 1999). Consequently, David Irving 
has a problem. He has written a number 
of tomes on historical subjects before he 
became a Holocaust skeptic, many of 
them well received by fellow historians. 
Now an official Holocaust nonbeliever, 
he apparently has lost his status. Was he 
a bonafide historian when he wrote his 
early books and a non-historian when he 
wrote his latest work? Some of this riddle 
may be clarified in Irving's lawsuit for li¬ 
bel against Deborah Lipstadt, who assures 
everyone that she is a genuine historian. 
Since she refuses to debate Irving or any 
other person who questions the Holo¬ 
caust, a lawsuit may be the only way to 
get her into a debate, a debate which 
might reveal who is the real historian. 

Five people, perhaps more, walked 
past a white woman being raped by a 
black on a London street. The victim was 
walking to a friend's house in the early 
morning. One passerby believed that the 
action was consensual. He didn't know 
that the rapist had threatened to cut her 
throat if she uttered a sound. She was 
even ordered to pretend that she was en¬ 
joying the ordeal. The perpetrator, Rich¬ 
ard Swift, 25, was quickly arrested and 
charged with two counts of rape and one 
of indecent assault. Rape is viewed by 
many Brits as a black import. 

Deflating Western culture has almost 
become a religion in Britain. The latest 
deflater is Arnold Wesker, one of Eng¬ 
land's overly numerous Jewish play¬ 
wrights (Harold Pintor, Tom Stoppard, Pe¬ 
ter Shaffer, to name a few). Wesker's 
target is Shakespeare's Merchant of Ven¬ 
ice. He wrote a play that turns Shylock 
into a warm-hearted, book-loving ghetto 
dweller who was only kidding when he 
asked for that pound of flesh. This is the 
kind of character tampering that could be 
expected from an envious, race-con¬ 
scious Jewish dramatist. Since it was first 
performed two decades ago, no producer 
has touched it. Corrupting Shakespeare is 
not yet a money-making proposition in 
England. Wesker talks as if he himself is a 
victim of racial discrimination. "Shylock 


is very real to me. The more he's resent¬ 
ed, the more Jewish I feel." 

Peter Mandelson, once Tony Blair's 
guru-in-chief, somehow failed to report a 
$588,000 loan. In Britain this is not only 
a financial crime, but a political one. As a 
result, Mandelson had to quit his job as 
Minister of Industry and Trade. The mon¬ 
ey came from Geoffrey Robinson who, 
like Mandelson, had to resign as Minister 
of the Treasury over the scandal. Corrup¬ 
tion in high places in Britain is almost as 
endemic as it is in the U.S. 

More than 100 muggings a day are 
being committed in London. 

France. They never let up. Bernard Vi¬ 
olet, a biographer of the late, great under¬ 
seas explorer, Jacques Cousteau, found a 
packet of letters, one of which contains a 
"terrible phrase." In a 1941 letter written 
to his best friend, Cousteau complained 
about the number of Jewish refugees who 
were making it difficult for him and his 
family to find accommodations in south¬ 
ern France. "No suitable apartment will 
become available until we have booted 
out the vile Yids who are burdening us." 
The use of the word Yid practically wipes 
out the sterling reputation that Cousteau 
enjoyed during his lifetime. There's a 
new, unspoken regulation in France, as 
elsewhere in the West, that the worth of 
every person must be judged solely on his 
attitude towards Jewry. 

Levys change their name more often 
than any other people in France. 

When all the votes were counted in 
the recent election to the European Parlia¬ 
ment, the Front National got 5.7%, the 
breakaway group 3.5%. A surprising 
9.7% was achieved by the Green Party of 
Daniel Cohn-Bendit, a Jew who holds 
both French and German citizenship. 
Cohn-Bendit is a professional pacifist 
who nevertheless was all for the air as¬ 
sault on defenseless Serbia. 

Russia. Little has been heard from Al¬ 
exander Solzhenitsyn in recent years. In 
June he broke his silence to vent his opin¬ 
ion on NATO's rain of death on Serbia: 

The Yugoslav war shows that mankind is 
not progressing but going backwards. . . . 

I can see no difference between NATO and 
Nazi Germany. 

Alexander Zinoviev, another famous 
Russian writer, has even harsher words 
for America's bombing orgy: 
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Elsewhere 



The situation in the Balkans is totally falsi¬ 
fied by the Western mass media. . . .[T]his 
is not realiy a war but a police operation to 
punish a people who dared to resist the 
projects of establishing the West's hegemo¬ 
ny. And since the purpose was to subjugate 
Western Europe and destroy international 
law, NATO's war is an attack on Western 
civilization. Indeed, it is a war against Eu¬ 
rope itself. 

Germany. After a long, prolonged cat- 
fight the German Parliament approved 
the controversial new Holocaust Memori¬ 
al. Located in choice Berlin real estate 
near the Brandenburg Gate and designed 
by American-Jewish architect, Peter Eisen- 
man, it will occupy an area about the size 
of four football fields and contain 2,700 
plain concrete slabs about three-feet wide 
and up to 10-feet high. The Memorial will 
be an ugly scar on the rebuilt German 
city, which is in the process of once again

becoming the capital of Germany. Not 
every German is thrilled by the dreary, 
graveyard effect. One dissenting pol has 
warned that it will be an open invitation 
to vandals. 

Kosovo. By the bold stroke of moving 
uninvited into the Pristina airport the Rus¬ 
sians have ensured that Serb interests in 
the blasted province will receive at least 
some protection. One shudders to think 
how much money the Clinton administra¬ 
tion will now give to Russkies in the form 
of loans, concessions and other bribes to 
get them to behave. 

Lebanon. The Lebanese civil war, 
which lasted for 16 years, left 150,000 
people dead, 200,000 injured, 50,000 se¬ 
riously disabled and 500,000 displaced. 
Some 900,000 fled the country (UN Re¬ 
port). Israel's entry into the Middle East 
has brought not peace but a sword. 

Poland. Wagging his finger in the 
Pope's face, Menachem Joskowicz, the 


chief rabbi of Poland, commanded the 
Pontiff to have Polish Catholics remove 
the 26-foot cross that looms over Ausch¬ 
witz. He wants jews to be able to pray 
more comfortably.

The Jewish attack against the Pope 
continued in Los Angeles where "Jewish 
sources" alleged that the late Pope Pius 
XII had committed the mortal sin of op¬ 
posing a Jewish state in Palestine. 

During his June trip to Poland the 
Pope waxed sentimental about his bosom 
Jewish friend, Jerzy Kluger, and how he 
was brought up in a house in Wadowice 
owned by a Jew, Chaim Balamuth, who 
died in the Holocaust. All the sympathy 
bestowed on Jews did the Pope precious 
little good in the Western media. 

Israel. From a subscriber. Israeli po¬ 
lice have recommended that Foreign Min¬ 
ister Ariel Sharon, a.k.a. the Butcher of 
Beirut, a key figure in the former Netanya¬ 
hu government and a darling of American 
Jewry, be indicted for bribery, fraud and 
obstruction of justice. Police are investi¬ 
gating Sharon and Avigdor Ben-Gal, an¬ 
other retired Jewish general, for trying to 
clinch a multimillion-dollar natural gas 


deal with Russia in exchange for false tes¬ 
timony from Ben-Gal in a libel suit Shar¬ 
on lost against Ha'aretz, a major Israeli 
newspaper. Failure to observe the com¬ 
mandment, "Thou shalt not bear false wit¬ 
ness," is a common trait in Israeli busi¬ 
ness affairs. 

After the installation of the new Prime 
Minister, Ehud Barak, an Israeli commen¬ 
tator said that the onus of attaining a last¬ 
ing peace now rests entirely on the Pales¬ 
tinians. Given that the state of Israel was 
founded on a welter of lies and massa¬ 
cres, and on the wholesale theft of an¬ 
other people's lands and properties, the 
reversed morality is breathtaking. What 
Americans are being told, essentially, is 
that it's up to the Palestinians to make 
Jews feel happy and secure on land 
they've stolen from the Palestinians! This 
kind of distortion is typical of Jewish 
propaganda. Take the oft-repeated claim 
that Jews were always the innocent and 
powerless victims of the Third Reich and 
we, not they, are to blame for not stop¬ 
ping Hitler before he came to power.
